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a fhort time be fupplicd thcrcwith^without bciftg beholding to 
other nations for it, 

5. To thefe particulars add the great abundance o( Iron- 
fione in Virgioiajwhich hath already been trycd and found ve- 
ry good h the conveoieocy of Wood and Limedone being a 
good inducement to the making of Iron^ which might be done 
at a much k* fs rate there than here. Of which there hath been 
a calculation formerly made, considering every man? labour , 
and what is neceflary to be disburftrd forev^ry Artift and La. 
bourer^as to their rranfportation^dict, and all other materials 
for the work of Iron. All which is referred to the confidera- 
lionof thofcj who are concerned in ajvlatter of this impor- 
tance,

Have lately feen a pretty and pleafant culture of Vines at 
_ the houfe of a Gentleman^ who makes very good White- 
wine of hisowr^ Grapes* He lets Vines a(cend byonefingle 
liemtothe Eav.es of his houfe (cutting. off all the luxuriant 
branches by the v.ay,)then gives, rhcm liberty tofpread upon 
the tiles^ rJI over onr- fide the roof of hishoufe. Thus he fur- 
niftitshis dwelling houfe J and many out-houfesi by which 
means the -yints are no hioderance to his other Wall-fruit, and 
the rays of the Sun being a^moft diredt upon theVines^he hath 
rjper^ Tweeter and greater plenty of grapes, than when their 
viuts aie placed as Wall-fruit,

If you object J That the pricking, of a wcdie made a com. 
prcffionof the fibres, and^ by confcquence , of the included 
Spirits, and they by vertue of their own Spring rebounding 
imitated a Diaftole of tlie heart: I anfwcrjthat after the Hearts 
hadccafcd above ^ of an hour, foasa needle pricking them 
caufcd no Motioo 5 yet upon fetting the plate upon the hearth 
in the Chimney , in about two minutes of time they began to 
beat^though but weakly | and upon eight minutes ccntiouance 
they beat freely J and when removed into the window again, 
continued their pulfatioo, without pricking, above an hour^ 
and might have done longer ^ could I have fpared my fervant 
to attend them longer* Pcrad venture we may hence con- 
je^ure at the caufeof Life and Death* And when (hall 
wefaythenjany Animal orlnftA is dead, if it hath Motion?

THerc is a Difcafe, which reigns in the Country about A* 
leppOymA as far as Bagdat^ invading both fexes, all forts 
of ages, and ftrangcrs as well as natives. Tis commonly caK 
rd llmal d' Aleppo^ and appears to be in the skin a fmall pufinla 
or wheal hard and red^ the head whereof isfcarce bigger at 
ih9 beginpipg than the point of a piq j afterwards growing big-^ 
ger, and being nourWh't by five or fix little roots or fibres, h 
goes on to its height for the (pace of about 4 months,; and id 
as mapy more mtm to its declination •• So that the whole pe- 
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riod oUhhMeaCe is gcrjcrallyctjapfifcdf wieWn rfte fpace of 
one year.But this PttftttlahithUtbeno yielded to no remedies, 
neither in the begiDniogj midle, or declinafon, 6ut hath ra- 
ther been exafpcrated by theio, though they were amdyna. It 
is wholly to be left to Nattir e, amdjif you do fo^there is no pain 
or trouble in it. It takes peopJe not once, but often, and it 
feizeth on feveral parts of the body; and if it do foonthe 
face (as often it doth/ it caufes a remarquable fear, which yet 
by little and little vani(heth» 

As to Feavers at and about Akppo^thoXigh they have the fame 
Tjpe there as in EtigUnd ; yet there are two things peculiar in 
them. One is, that in Acute feaxrers. Gold fweat commonly 
fignifies recovery , but Hot fweat portends death. Theother 
is, that in fuch acute feavers even an intermitting pulfe de* 
nounces no danger. 

Touching the Leprffjy, which anciently was fo frequent a 
malady in thefe Countrcys, 'tis now fcarce to be found there, 
though at DamafcHs there is ftill an Hofpital fl:anding,former- 
ly built for the relief of perfons thus difeafcd. 

As for the rcafon, why the City of CenBantimple is fo much 
fubjcft to the Plague 5 (ome are of opinion, that the multitude 
of Slaves, yearly brought by the^ BlackcSea , and their hard 
diet and ufage.bcgets this corruption : Others judg, that the 
commonalty there, feeding for the grcateft part of Summer on 
Gucumbers and Melons, and drinking water upon them, with- 
outthe tlfe of helps to correft the crudities , fall into malig- 
nant and pcftilential feavers. But the Phyfitians generally 
coocFude , That the Air of Cffn^aniinople is infeSed by the 
IliJorth-Eaft-winds, whichblow commonly for 3 months,bcgin« 
nrng about the Saromer-folftice arifing from unwholefome 
Mait^ts'm fartary aviA Mkjcovy^ and paffing over the B/^f^r 
5'tfrf, (a place known to abound with Fogs J bring withtheoi 
cetraiff difpofitions rending to corniption 5 which working 
npotJ bodies already prepared by bad diet, may well 
m icrdged , they fiy , to be the caufe of this diOem* 
per.
